Actress, agent set to challenge Campbell 
diamonds testimony

THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands (AFP) - Supermodel 
Naomi Campbell’s testimony 
at Charles Taylor's war crimes 
trial is likely to be challenged 
today when a Hollywood film 
star and a modelling agent take 
the stand. 

Both Mia Farrow and Car¬ 
ole White are liable to contra¬ 
dict Campbell when they take 
the stand at the "blood dia¬ 
monds" trial of the former 
Liberian president at the Spe¬ 
cial Court for Sierra Leone in 
The Hague. 

Court documents suggest 
that White will testify that 
Campbell knew in advance she 
would get diamonds from Tay¬ 
lor after a dinner in South 


Africa in 1997 — and that she 
seemed disappointed with the 
"pebbles" she had received. 

White recalled seeing two 
men at Campbell's room giving 
her "a scrubby piece of paper" 
containing about a half-dozen 
"small, greyish pebbles." 

She will also testify that 
Campbell and Taylor were 
"mildly flirtatious" at the din¬ 
ner — an impression that 
Campbell denies — and that 
she heard Taylor tell the 40- 
year-old supermodel that he 
was going to give her some di¬ 
amonds. 

White "heard Mr Taylor tell 
Ms Campbell that he was 
going to send her diamonds," 
according to notes of an inter¬ 


view that prosecutors con¬ 
ducted with White. 

According to White, the 
court documents added, Camp¬ 
bell "seemed excited about the 
diamonds and she kept talking 
about them" 

Farrow, who also attended 
the dinner, has told prosecutors 
that Campbell had told her and 
other guests an "unforgettable 
story" the day after the event. 

"She told us that she had 
been awakened in the night by 
knocking at her door, she 
opened the door to find two or 
three men, I do not recall how 
many, who presented her with 
a large diamond which they 
said was from Charles Taylor," 
says Farrow's statement.

Chavez rejects US 
ambassador-designate to 
Venezuela 


CARACAS (AFP) - Presi¬ 
dent Hugo Chavez on Sunday 
rejected Larry Palmer as the 
US ambassador-designate to 
Venezuela, and urged US 
President Barack Obama to 
"look for another candidate.” 

"How can you think I ? d ac¬ 
cept this gentleman coming 
here? You'd best withdraw 
him, Obama. Don't insist, I'm 
asking you,” said Chavez in 
his weekly ”Alo Presidente” 
radio and television show. 

Palmer recently voiced 
concern about Cuba's grow¬ 
ing influence in the Venezue¬ 
lan military, which, he said 
was "considerably low” in 
morale and professionalism. 

In its annual report on ter¬ 
rorism, the US State Depart¬ 
ment on Thursday said 
anti-terrorist cooperation 
with Venezuela had dropped 
to a minimum and that 
Venezuela's alleged support 
to Colombia's leftist FARC 
guerrillas was still uncertain. 

Palmer, in his written re¬ 
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sponse, said the Revolution¬ 
ary Armed Forces of Colom¬ 
bia (FARC) "maintain camps 
in Venezuela, and members 
of the FARC high command 
have occasionally appeared 
in public in Caracas.” 

"The Venezuelan govern¬ 
ment has been unwilling to 
prevent Colombian guerrillas 
from entering and establish¬ 
ing camps in Venezuelan ter¬ 
ritory,” Palmer added. 

Chavez on Sunday also 
urged Colombian guerrillas 
to free all their hostages as 
part of a peace process with 
Colombia's new president 
Juan Manuel Santos. 

"The guerrilla movement 
should show their willingness 
for peace, but with a convinc¬ 
ing move. For example, re¬ 
lease all the hostages. Why 
should a guerrilla movement 
have hostages?” Chavez said 
on his radio and television 
program "Alo Presidente.” 

Chavez broke off diplo¬ 
matic relations with Bogota 
on July 22, one week after 
Colombia accused Venezuela 
of harboring leftist rebels 
from the Revolutionary 
Armed Forces of Colombia 
(FARC) and the smaller Na¬ 
tional Liberation Army 
(ELN). 

However Colombia's new 
president offered an olive 
branch to Caracas on Satur¬ 
day, assuring the neighboring 
country that "war” was not 
part of his vocabulary and he 
was ready for talks to patch 
up their rift. 


World Natural disasters continue 

China mudslides leave 127 dead, 
1,300 missing

landslide. At least 127 people 
were killed and nearly 1,300 
missing after mudslides 
swept away homes and de¬ 
stroyed roads in northwestern 
China as the nation battled its 
worst flooding in a decade. 

In Pakistan landslides 
raised the death toll in the 
flood-hit country Sunday, cut¬ 
ting off roads and hampering 
aid efforts as rescuers battled 
to beat rains exacerbating the 
country's worst ever floods. 

Washed-out roads in the 
northwest made ground ac¬ 
cess to many of the 15 million 
flood victims impossible and 
many helicopters were unable 
to fly as heavy rains persisted,

cutting off the entire Swat val¬ 
ley, officials said. 

In the far north of the coun¬ 
try, 28 bodies were recovered 
from rubble after landslides in 
Gilgit-Baltistan province 
caused houses to collapse 
Saturday. 

Administrative official Mo¬ 
hammad Ali Yougwi said up to 
40 people were feared dead 
after the landslides hit those 
living at the bottom of a moun¬ 
tain in the town of Skardu. 

Prime Minister Yousuf Raza 
Gilani visited flood-hit areas of 
Sindh province, calling again 
for international aid as he said 
the disaster had spiralled be¬ 
yond the government's capac- 
ity. 

In Moscow air travellers 
were stranded Sunday as 
Moscow choked in the worst 
smog in living memory from 
spreading wildfires that 
threatened a second Russian 
nuclear facility. 

The wildfires have killed 52 
people, destroyed villages 
and covered Moscow with a 
choking smog which has also 
delayed flights. 

Authorities said the blazes 
were still spreading in central 
Russia, with the country's 
worst heatwave in decades 
expected to continue. 

Floods caused by torrential 


rain left 14 people dead and 
several others missing in cen¬ 
tral Europe over the weekend, 
with residents rescued from 
rising waters in boats, buses 
and helicopters. 

While rivers burst their 
banks and dykes were 
breached in Poland, Germany 
the Czech Republic and 
Lithuania, in western Europe 
about 500 firefighters tackled 
wildfires in Portugal.

Cacti with ripe fruit 


fallen soldier 


There is no way to talk about 
Aruba’s cunucu without talk¬ 
ing about cactus. We have so 
many kinds, and most people 
think of the tall pipe-like stems 
of the cadushi, when they talk 
about cactus, but even those 
have many, many different 
kinds. One very special one is 
the “Dama di Anochi”- “Lady 
of the Night,” as the beautiful 
white flowers only open when 
it is dark. 

From the tall cactus we 
used to harvest the inner folds 
and a part of the plant we 
would peel away-it is called 
“Breba.” We would dry it in 
the sun and use in fish soup 
when we couldn’t afford to 
buy yambo - okra. It has a very 
similar consistency when 
cooked, and is supposed to be 
good for the digestion. 

Also from the cadushi and 
the tuna cactus we can find a 
nice fruit, very sweet, but full 
of thorns. After taking off the 
thorns, it is good to rub it a lit¬ 
tle bit on your sleeve before 
you open it and eat it. Tuna 
also produce a very beautiful 
yellow flower. 

The bushi, the funny round 
cactus that grows low to the 
ground, also has a very nice 
fruit; it is a bright, bright pink 
like the flowers and looks like 
a small pepper. It is a little 
tangy and has lots of vitamin 
C; I think it is best to eat right 
away, when you try to take 
them home, they dry up in 
your pocket. These are very 
hard to find, the birds and 
lizards love them too. 

Just recently a trip in the 
cunucu made me very sad; I 


Ahhh. Cacti fruit 


found a very big, old cactus 
that had fallen and was dying. 
It probably had wood ants, 
(termites) and this year has 
been very, very dry, so it fell. 
Things will still live in it, 
lizards and such, and eat the 
insects that also live there, so 
it is part of the way of things, 
it will give life even as it dies. 

I am much sadder when I 
see whole areas of cactus and 
trees, home to all sorts of birds 
and animals, die from the bull¬ 
dozer. Those will never give 
back to the cunucu like this old 
cactus, which had seen its 
time. I think we must all think 
about this a lot more as Aruba 
keeps building and building; 
all the creatures that will die 
along with the cactus.

Women are attracted to men in red 



OK, guys, here’s a tip about 
romance: Wear red. It might 
help you catch the eye of 
women. 

A new multicultural study 
finds that women are at¬ 
tracted to the color red when 
looking at men — and they 
aren’t even aware of this 
arousing effect. 

Researchers at the Univer¬ 
sity of Rochester find in a 
new study that the charm of 
cherry may be its ability to 
make men appear more pow¬ 
erful. 

“We found that women 
view men in red as higher in 
status, more likely to make 
money, and more likely to 
climb the social ladder,” says 
Andrew Elliot, PhD, profes¬ 
sor of psychology at the Uni¬ 
versity of Rochester. “And 
it’s this high-status judgment 
that leads to the attraction.” 

So what’s going on here? 

The study authors say that 
for humans, evolutionary bi¬ 
ology and culture seem to be 
at work in making the color 
red a hot one. 

Elliot says that red tradi¬ 
tionally and across many cul-

In several experiments, the 
shirt of the man in the pic¬ 
tures was digitally colored 
red or another hue. Partici¬ 
pants rated the pictured man’s 
status and attractiveness and 
reported on their willingness 
to date, kiss, and engage in 
other sexual activity with 
him. 

And they also rated their 
perception of his general lik- 
ability, kindness, and extra¬ 
version. 

The red effect, the re¬ 
searchers say, was limited to 
romance and status. Red 
made guys seem more pow¬ 
erful, attractive, and sexually 
desirable, but not more lik¬ 
able, kind, or sociable. 

Animal Magnetism 

F emale undergraduates 
from the U.S., England, Ger¬ 
many, and China all found 
that men in the photographs 
were more attractive when 
wearing red or bordered by 
the color. 

Males asked to rate attrac¬ 
tiveness of a pictured male 
saw no difference when other 
colors were used. 

When women see red, it 
triggers something deep and 
probably biologically en¬ 
grained,” Elliot says in a 
news release. “We say in our 
culture that men act like ani¬ 
mals in the sexual realm. It 
looks like women may be 
acting like animals as well in 
the same sort of way.”

Depression linked to 
slow healing of diabetic 
foot ulcers 


The healing of diabetes-re¬ 
lated foot ulcers is affected 
by patients’ coping styles and 
their levels of depression, 
new research shows. 

The study included 93 di¬ 
abetic patients with foot ul¬ 
cers who were monitored for 
24 weeks. The size of each 
patient’s ulcer was measured 
at the start of the study, and 
again at six, 12 and 24 weeks. 
The researchers also assessed 
the participants’ levels of 
psychological distress, cop¬ 
ing styles and levels of the 
stress hormone cortisol. 

The likelihood that the 
ulcer would heal over the 24 
weeks was predicted by how 
an individual dealt with the 
situation, the study authors 
found. The ulcer was less 
likely to be healed in patients 
who had a “confrontational” 
method of coping (character¬ 
ized by a desire to take con¬ 
trol) with the ulcer and its 
treatment. 

“My colleagues and I be¬ 
lieve that this confrontational 
approach may, inadvertently, 
be unhelpful in this context 


because these ulcers take a 
long time to heal. As a result, 
individuals with confronta¬ 
tional coping may experience 
distress and frustration be¬ 
cause their attempts to take 
control do not result in rapid 
improvements,” Kavita Ved- 
hara, of the University of 
Nottingham in England, said 
in a university news release. 

The researchers also found 
that depression appeared to 
have a major effect. Patients 
with depression showed less 
ulcer improvement or healing 
by the end of the 24 weeks, 
according to the report pub¬ 
lished in the August issue of 
the journal Diabetologia. 

The findings have led to a 
follow-up project to develop 
psychological treatments to 
reduce depression in patients 
with diabetic foot ulcers and 
help them cope more effec¬ 
tively with the condition. 

Up to 15 percent of pa¬ 
tients with type 1 and type 2 
diabetes develop foot or leg 
ulcers, which are open sores 
that form when a minor skin 
injury fails to heal. 


Early steps can protect your 
knees, prevent later problems 


Protecting your knees when 
you're younger may help pre¬ 
vent serious problems such as 
arthritis and the need for knee 
replacement when you're 
older, an expert advises. 

Research indicates that 
nearly half of adults develop 
arthritis in at least one knee 
by age 85, and the risk is 
even greater for obese peo¬ 
ple. Extra pounds increase 
the strain on knee joints, 
noted Dr. William J. Bryan, 
an orthopedic surgeon at the 
Methodist Center for Sports 
Medicine in Houston. 

"Every time you take a 
step you apply three times 
your body weight to the knee. 
When you run it's five times, 
when you jump it's seven 
times. If you are experiencing 
frequent knee pain, lifestyle 
changes might be in order," 
Bryan said in a news release 
from the Methodist Center 
for Sports Medicine. 

Weight loss is 70 percent 
diet and 30 percent exercise, 
he explained. "If you think 
you can eat the same and ex¬ 
ercise the pounds away, you 
are mistaken. You have to 
change your attitude about 
the refrigerator for weight 
loss to happen," he said. 

In terms of exercise, low- 
impact activities such as 


swimming and cycling are 
better for your knees than 
high-impact workouts such 
as running or aerobics. Hav¬ 
ing good core strength (abs, 
back and pelvis) also helps 
protect your knees, Bryan 
noted. 

"If you have a strong core, 
you can better position your 
foot or knee on the ground to 
prevent damage. This is true 
whether you are exercising or 
performing mundane tasks 
such as getting out of the car 
and walking down the stairs," 
Bryan said in the news release. 

Orthotics may also help 
protect your knees. Your 
knees can be subjected to ab¬ 
normal stress if your shoes 
don't give you a stable base 
as you walk. Many patients 
experience dramatic reduc¬ 
tions in knee pain after get¬ 
ting orthotics or shoes 
specifically made to fit their 
feet, according to Bryan. 

"If you have knee pain that 
has lasted more than two 
weeks, you need to see a doc¬ 
tor because there might be 
something mechanically 
wrong with the knee," he 
said. "Making a few lifestyle 
changes might give you a 
better chance at staving off 
arthritis and/or eventual knee 
replacement," he added.

How to dominate your competition 
so they beg for mercy! 


NEW YORK ITY - U.S. stock 
investors are turning more to 
options for protection after the 
latest data showing the frailty 
of the economic recovery, but 
they may find some comfort in 
Wall Street’s "fear gauge." 

After a dismal July payrolls 
report, options investors are 
busy buying protective puts on 
a popular exchange-traded 
fund that tracks the S&P 500 
index (.SPX), but the CBOE 
Volatility Index (.VIX) sug¬ 
gests there is no need to be too 
concerned. 

Protective put options in the 
SPDR S&P 500 fund (SPY.P), 
also known as the SPYders, 
were a favorite among traders 


after a larger-than-expected 
drop in July U.S. non-farm 
payrolls fueled worries that the 
economic recovery was falter¬ 
ing. 

Put options are generally 
purchased as a protection 
against a market decline. 

Meanwhile, all eyes are on 
the Federal Reserve, which 
may provide a fillip to an oth¬ 
erwise dull summer market. 

Investors are leaning to¬ 
ward the view the Fed will re¬ 
sort once more to some mild 
quantitative easing, which may 
be good or bad for the market. 

The Fed’s policy-making 
committee is due to meet on 
Tuesday.

Japan’s A-bombed Madonna becomes 
symbol of peace 



lapsed columns and scorched debris of the Romanesque 
church flattened by an atom bomb on August 9,1945. 


NAGASAKI, Japan (AFP) - 
When the atom bomb "Fat 
Boy" devastated Nagasaki 65 
years ago to date, one of the 
buildings reduced to rubble 
was the city’s Urakami cathe¬ 
dral — then among the largest 
churches in Asia. 

The blinding nuclear flash 
that would claim more than 
70,000 lives in the city also, in 
an instant blew out the stained 
glass windows of the church, 
toppled its walls, burnt its altar 
and melted its iron bell. 

But, in what local Christian 
followers have likened to a 
miracle, the head of a wooden 
Virgin Mary statue survived 
amid the collapsed columns 
and scorched debris of the Ro¬ 
manesque church flattened on 
August 9, 1945. 

The appearance of the war- 
ravaged religious icon is 
haunting. The Madonna's eyes 
have become scorched, black 
hollows, the right cheek is 
charred, and a crack runs like 
a streaking tear down her face. 

"When I first saw the dam¬ 
aged statue, I thought the Vir¬ 
gin Mary was crying," said 
Shigemi Fukahori, a 79-year- 
old parishioner at the church 
who remembers the statue be¬ 
fore the explosion that de¬ 
stroyed the cathedral that is 
called St Mary's in English. 

"I thought it's as if the Vir¬ 
gin Mary is telling us about the 
misery of war by sacrificing 
herself," Fukahori said, quietly 
gazing at the statue. "This is a 
significant symbol of peace 
which should be preserved for¬ 
ever." 

The remains of the statue of 
the Virgin Mary have found a 
new home inside a rebuilt 
church, also called St Mary's, 
built on the same site, only 500 
meters (1,640 feet) from the 
bomb's ground zero. 

But the powerful relic has 
also travelled widely as a sym¬ 
bol of peace — most recently to 
New York for a UN nuclear 
disarmament conference in 
May, when it was also taken to 
a mass at the city's St. Patrick's 
Cathedral. 

On their way, the Nagasaki 


religious leaders also carried 
the statue to the Vatican, where 
it was blessed by Pope Bene¬ 
dict XVI, and to a ceremony in 
Guernica, Spain to mourn the 
victims of Nazi air attacks dur¬ 
ing World War II. 

"We travelled overseas 
with the statue, with the idea 
that we would like to ask the 
Virgin Mary to act for peace," 
Joseph Mitsuaki Takami, the 
archbishop of Nagasaki, said 
in an interview with AFP. 

"There are many ways to 
make such an appeal — 
through pictures, film or narra¬ 
tives about the horror — but the 
atomic-bombed Mary appears 
to have a different power to tell 
us about it." 

Nagasaki, a southwestern 
port city, was Japan's sole gate¬ 
way to the outside world dur¬ 
ing much of the Edo era 
(1603-1867) when the country 
retreated into self-imposed iso¬ 
lation. 

The Edo era's Tokugawa 
Shogunate imposed anti-Chris¬ 
tian edicts in the early 17th 
century, oppressing Christians 
and banishing European 
priests. 

Some believers were mar¬ 
tyred and others secretly main¬ 
tained their creed as "hidden 
Christians" for more than 200 


years until Japan reopened 
under the Meiji era that began 
in the late 19th century. 

Some 8,500 local Chris¬ 
tians were killed in the Na¬ 
gasaki bombing. 

Brother Thomas Ozaki 
Tagawa, speaking for other 
local Christians, said many 
were puzzled by why the 
United States attacked Na¬ 
gasaki, Japan's largest Chris¬ 
tian community: "Biting their 
lips, everybody was mortified." 

While many of the sur¬ 
vivors try to see the tragedy as 
a tribulation handed to them by 
God, their agonies are still 
rooted deeply in their minds. 

Many Americans believe 
the bombs were necessary to 
bring a quick end to the war and 
avoid a bloody land invasion, 
but the archbishop disagrees. 

"Japan killed millions in 
Asia, but that doesn't mean 
dropping atomic bombs is jus¬ 
tified," he said. "Possessing 
nuclear weapons in itself is a 
sin." 

Mayor Tomihisa Taue said: 
"People simply need to use the 
power of their imagination and 
consider how it would be if 
this happened to their family or 
friends. You can easily imagine 
that when you visit Nagasaki 
or Hiroshima."

The former world number 
three took the 281,500-dollar 
top prize from the 1.4 mil- 
lion-dollar hardcourt event, a 
tuneup for the US Open that 
starts in three weeks, after 
winning the first US final ei¬ 
ther player had ever con¬ 
tested. 


Nalbandian was sidelined 
nine months after hip surgery, 
made a brief return early this 
year, then missed two months 
with a sore hamstring before 
coming back in July to help 
Argentina reach the Davis 
Cup semi-finals. 

He captured his 11th ca¬ 
reer crown in his first final 
since winning the title at Syd¬ 
ney 19 months ago. 

The 28-year-old South 
American has missed the past 
six Grand Slams and had not 
played an ATP event since 
April.

Broken Tiger slumps to all- Montoya triumphs 
time low at Watkins Glen 



Tiger Woods 


AKRON (AFP) - Tiger 
Woods looked and sounded 
like a broken man after his 
final round at the Bridgestone 
Invitational on Sunday where 
he carded the worst 72-hole 
score of his 14-year profes¬ 
sional career. 

Top-ranked defending 
champion Woods fired a clos¬ 
ing seven-over par 77 to fin¬ 
ish the World Golf 
Championships Bridgestone 
Invitational at 18-over par 
298 on a course where he has 
dominated in past years, win¬ 
ning seven times. 

"It has been a long year," 
Woods said, choking up as he 
spoke to reporters. 

That is as close as Woods 
has ever come to referring to 
his off-course problems as he 
struggles to cope mentally 


with the reported imminent 
divorce from wife Elin in the 
fallout from revelations of his 
multiple affairs. 

Woods was set to finish 
near the bottom of the 80- 
man field, shooting over par 
in every round of an event for 
the first time since 2003. 

With the year's last major 
title at stake at next week's 
PGA Championship at 
Whistling Straits inh Wiscon¬ 
sin, Woods looks unlikely to 
be a contender for a 15th ca¬ 
reer major triumph as he 
chases Jack Nicklaus's all- 
time record of 18. 

"I definitely don’t want to 
start 18-over next week, so 
it’s nice the tournament is 
over and we can focus on 
next week," Woods said. 

Woods will surrender his 


world number one ranking if 
second-ranked US compa¬ 
triot Phil Mickelson finishes 
solo fourth or better at the 
WGC event. 

"Shooting 18-over is not 
fun. I don’t see how it can be 
fun, especially since my 
handicap is supposed to be 
zero," Woods said. 

"I’ve got to be ready come 
Thursday. That’s all that mat¬ 
ters. I need to hit the ball bet¬ 
ter, chip better, putt better, 
score better." 

Woods said he did not 
know if he might take an¬ 
other extended break after 
next week. 

He missed five months be¬ 
fore beginning his 2010 sea¬ 
son at the Masters last April. 

Woods also said that while 
he right now did not deserve 
to be picked for the American 
team for October’s Ryder 
Cup showdown against Eu¬ 
rope, there was plenty of time 
to turn his game around be¬ 
fore the matches. 

"I wouldn’t help the team 
if I’m playing like this," 
Woods said. "I think I can 
turn it around, but we’ve got 
a lot of time between now 
and then, which is good." 

Woods' performance was 
all the more shocking be¬ 
cause he appeared to have his 
form on track at his previous 
two starts, including last 
month’s British Open at St 
Andrews, and had shared 
fourth at the US Open and 
Masters. 

Asked if he was surprised 
by his woeful form at the 
WGC event, Woods replied, 
"No, it doesn’t surprise me at 
all. 

"I could probably play 18 
(more holes on Sunday) and 
still watch the guys finish."

After the the successful intro¬ 
duction of Panna ball in the 
different neighborhoods, the 
Aruba government has in¬ 
vited some some profession¬ 
als to give a presentation this 
weekend. This event called 
“Master of the Game” and 
will take place August 12, 13 
14 and 15. It will be in com¬ 
bination with the Panna finals 
and a “Freestyle Soccer” 
clinic will given by the Dutch 
professionals. 

Panna is derived from nut¬ 
meg. A nutmeg (or tunnel) is 
a technique used in football 
or field hockey, in which a 
player plays the ball through 
an opponent's legs. This can 
be whilst passing to another 
player, shooting or occasion¬ 
ally to carry on and retrieve it 
himself. However it is well 
accepted that the only "true" 
nutmeg involves retrieving 
the ball oneself after passing 
the ball through the oppo¬ 
nent's legs, ideally calling 
"nuts" or "megs" whilst doing 
so. 

Performing a nutmeg is 
commonly seen as showing 
the opponent is lacking in 
footballing skill, and there¬ 
fore amongst amateur players 
(particularly children) nut¬ 
megs are frequently tried so 
as to embarrass the opposi¬ 


tion player and 
prove your own 
skill. 

In recent times, 
the Panna has be¬ 
come prevalent in 
the highly regarded 
Dutch Street Foot¬ 
ball scene. The 
Panna itself is con¬ 
sidered an ultimate 
humiliation and 
competitions are 
held for people to 
Out-Panna each other. For 
this reason many regard 
Dutch Street Footballers as 
the best exponents of the 
Panna.

’King James' thanks Cleveland 
fans in homecoming 


AKRON (AFP) - LeBron 
James thanked his fans in 
Cleveland for their support 
on Saturday at a charity cy¬ 
cling event in his hometown, 
his first area visit since 
dumping the NBA Cleveland 
Cavaliers for the Miami Heat. 

Hundreds of people at¬ 
tended the two-time NBA 
Most Valauble Player's "King 
for Kids" celebration, which 
came a week after James was 
criticized for a newspaper ad 
thanking Akron backers but 
not mentioning fans in Cleve¬ 
land. 

"To the city of Cleveland,

James signed a free agent 
deal with Miami last month, 


joining pals Dwyane Wade 
and Chris Bosh but leaving 
behind the Cavaliers fans 
who had adored him for years 
and hoped in vain he would 
bring the city a first NBA 
crown. 

Cavaliers owner Dan 
Gilbert vowed his team 
would win an NBA title be¬ 
fore James does and Cleve¬ 
land baseball fans threw beer 
and peanuts at a man who 
wore a Heat jersey with 
James' name on it to a Cleve¬ 
land Indians game, heckling 
him so bad police had to es¬ 
cort him away. 

James cycled a mile with 
about 400 children and 
praised his hometown of 
Akron. 

"I'm able to give back to 
the city that I grew up in, the 
city that I love," he said.
